Black Man Involved In 
Integration Of Texas Town, 
Murdered In Robbery 

A Black man involved in the in- 
tegration of the all- White town of 
Vidor in eastern Texas, recently 
was shot to death in a robbery at- 
tempt the day after he moved to 
nearby Beaumont, Texas. 

William Simpson, 37, was walk- 
ing along a street with a female 
friend when he was confronted by 
two Black men who demanded 
money, police said. When he re- 
fused, one of the men shot him 
with a 9-mm pistol. 

Simpson was hit five or six 
times as he attempted to flee, 
police said. He died a short time 
later at a hospital. 

The woman was shot in the leg. 
No arrests have been made, 
police said. 

Police said there appeared to be 
no connection between the shoot- 



ing and the court-ordered integra- 
tion of an all- White housing pro^ 
ject in nearby Vidor, where Simp- 
son and several Blacks went to 
live six months ago. 

A U.S. District judge had or 
dered 170 public housing projects 
throughout Texas to desegregate. 

Simpson and another man, Johr 
DecQuir, 59, were the last re 
maining Blacks to leave Vidor 
They left the all- White housing 
project saying they were fright 
ened by too many instances oi 
harassment. The Ku Klux Klar 
demonstrated at the housing pro- 
ject on two occasions (See page 9). 

Simpson and DecQuir had beer 
the first Black residents of Vidor 
in at least 70 years. 

Tom Oxford, an attorney for the 
two men told USA Today, "There 
are very few cities I know oi 
where people seeing a Black wom- 
an walking down the road with 
her children stop and yell, 'Get 
out of here, nigger bitch/ Unfor- 
tunately, in Vidor that was a daily 
occurrence. ,, 

Blacks Jailed Six Times 
More Often Than Whites 

Blacks are winding up in jail at 
a rate almost six times that oJ 
Whites, according to figures from 
the Justice Department docu- 
menting prison overcrowding. 

Since 1984, when the depart- 
ment began keeping tally, the in< 
carceration for Blacks rose frorr 
339 per 100,000 residents to 61S 
per 100,000. That compared to the 
ratio of Whites jailed, which in- 
creased from 68 per 100,000 to 10S 
per 100,000, national figures 
show. 
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lack Lawyer Defends 
u Klux Klan Leader 

Noted Black lawyer Anthony 
riffin says he may not like the 
u Klux Klan but he is willing to 
ght for the White supremacist 
roup's constitutional right to 
ee speech. 

Griffin, of Galveston, Texas, 
so works for the NAACP in 
exas as a general counsel. 
"I don't like the Klan," Griffin 
lid.

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Justice Dept. To Appeal 
Sentences Of Police In 
Rodney King Beating Trial 

The U.S. Justice Department 
recently announced that it 
planned to appeal the 30-month 
prison sentence given the two Los 
A.ngeles police officers convicted 
3f violating Rodney King's civil 
rights. 

Justice Department officials 
had maintained that the sen- 
tences given by U.S. District 
Judge John Davies were too leni- 
ent when they were handed out 
Aug. 4th. The two L.A. police- 
men, Sgt. Stacy Koon and Officer 
Laurence Powell, could have been 
sentenced to 10 years in jail and 
fined more than $200,000 (Jet, 
Aug. 23). 

L.A. Congresswoman Maxine 
Waters applauded the decision by 
the Justice Department. She told 
the L.A. Times: "Thank goodness 
the Justice Department has seen 
fit to appeal these sentences. As 
was the case after the first Rod- 
ney King trial, the Justice 
Department has intervened to en- 
sure that justice is served. Police 
afficers should be held strictly ac- 
countable for the excessive use of 
force. Only when that happens 
can we put this case behind us." 

Milton Grimes, attorney for 
Rodney King, agreed. "I believe 
that the sentence of the two 
Dfficers are not reflective of their 
deeds." 

Meanwhile, a federal appellate 
court denied a request from the 
two officers to remain free on bail 
while pursuing an appeal of their 
convictions.

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Jones Morgan, who at 110 years old was revered as the oldest Buffalo Soldier 
died recently in his hometown of Richmond, Va. 



Jones Morgan, The Last 
U.S. Buffalo Soldier, Dies 

Jones Morgan lived to see the 
bold plaudits of the fierce Buffalo 
Soldiers of the Wild West era 
finally restored in American his- 
tory books. 

When he died recently in Rich- 
mond, Va., his hometown for the 
past half century, the quiet, mod- 
est, diminutive man who fre- 
quented daytime shelters for 
meals was regarded as "a hero." 

At 110 years old, he was the last 
member of the Army's only Black 
regiment during the Spanish- 
American War and the settling of 
the West. 

For the last three years, Jones 
Morgan had become a popular 
military figure in Richmond, Va., 
even serving as the grand mar- 
shal in the Veterans of Foreign 
Wars parade. In fact, last year he 
traveled to Fort Leavenworth, 
Kan., for the dedication of a 
monument to the Buffalo Soldier.

Times-Dispatch, the re-emergenc( 
of the achievements of the all 
Black fighting unit cheered up the 
wrinkled GI veteran. 

In recent years, Morgan mel 
everyone from former Presidenl 
Bush and Gen. Colin Powell

students who revered him. 

"I always said that my last days 
would be my best days," Morgar 
told high school students during i 
108-year birthday bash they host 
ed for him. "And it came true." 

During an army career whicl; 
started after he ran off as an un 
deraged kid to join the cavalry ir 
Columbia, S.C., Morgan once 
tended horses for Rough- Ridei 
Teddy Roosevelt and cookec 
meals for his fellow soldiers. "We 
fought Indians, led wagon trains 
and kept order in Wild Westerr 
towns, Morgan often recalled 
"We were credited with bringing 
in Billy the Kid," he added.

September 18, 1895- Booker T. Wash- 
ington delivered his famous "Cast down 
your buckets where you are" speech 
at the Cotton States Exposition in 
Atlanta. 

September 19, 1893-E. R. Robinson, 
inventor, received a patent for the first 
electric railway trolley.
